The im- 
portance of the event does not inhere 
in the young man himself, who seems, 
ordinary enough, but in his position 
and in what he stands for. Nearly 
everybody gets married at least once, 
and nothing tuuch is said about the 
matter, but everybody is not the sym- 
bol of a nation. 
Alfonso de Boui'uon 


as an Individual is a youth of fair edu- 
cation, of somewhat sporty proclivities 
and of quite a few very human im- 
pulses -withal, but Alfonso XIII., king 
of Spain and with a formidable array 
of other more or less moribund titles, 
is quite another thing, lie is the rep- 
resentative of feouie millions of human 
beings, and it is on their account that 
we consider him. Human brotherhood 
is about the most conspicuous and im- 
portant fact in this our age, and it is 
because of our kindred feeling to the 
people of Spain, good and kindly for 
the most part, that we take cognizance 
of him who is their emblem. Person- 
ally most of us would prefer that the 
king business were ended everywhere, 
but each realm to its own taste. 


I*- Democracy to Conquer Nations. 


Alfonso is the only Bourbon occupy- 


ing a throne In Europe. France got 
rid of that tribe some time ago. 
It 


was not the family, however, against 
which France was rebelling, but the 
whole monarchist regime. She was no 
more happy under Louis Philippe or 
Napoleon the Little than she had been 
under the old dynasty. What she want- 


men, that kind of blood is worth all it 
takes to make and replenish It, and of 
this the boy king of Spain seems to 
have his share. 
He keeps the dried 


up mummies about his court In a con- 
tinual state of collapse because he in- 
sKls on breaking through formalities 
and coinoiitionalitk-s. In other words, 
he is alhe, and a live man is a joy 
any\vhfn-. even on a Bourbon throne. 


DrJVuig his automobile till he makes 


his courtiers, gasp in fear of their lives, 
climbing mountains till he wears out 
guides, dancing all night in plebeian 
dance hulls doing kindly deed* to peas- 
ants, flouting bis ministers if they do 
not pk-asc him. flirting with half of 
the priticc«<M's of Europe, playing mad- 
cap pranks getting soldiers out at mid- 
night to parade, showing an easy self 
possession in the face of attempts on 
his life, storming tempestuously when 
attempts .-ire made to restrain him and 
generally enjoying life in spite of royal 
red tape, these are a few of the things 
by means of which this slim young 
king has set Spain and most of the 
rest of Europe agog. 


Imitator of the Kaiser. 


One of the king's fads is to carry a 


camera, with which he continually 
takes views of scenes and people. For 
another thing, he is a good shot and is 
particularly fond of bunting. He is 
democratic and goes about the streets 
of Madrid freely. He speaks four lan- 
guages outside of his own, and his Eng- 
lish Is said to be almost without ac- 
cent. He has made it a point to be- 
come versed In political economy and 
Insists on familiarizing himself with all 
questions relating to his government

sia even now. 
Liberty does not go 


backward. Man Is to come to his own 
and Is to govern himself In nil climes. 
Democracy, not only In politics, but In 
Industry, is to conquer the nations. 
The world Is to bo republican. Tradi- 
tions, forms. Institutions and all else 
that stand in the way of individual 
evolution and social brotherhood must 
pive way before the onward inarch of 
man. This will be true in Spain, let 
us believe, ns it will be everywhere 
else. In the meantime, however, we 
must have Alfonsos. nnd these Alfon- 
•09 will give and be given In marriage. 


Let It be said to the credit of the 


present occupant of the Spanish throne 
that he seems to be very much of a hu- 
man being. He has reel blood In his 
Yt/BS, which, after all, is the only sort 
of blood worth artery room In the hu- 
man system. There Is a tradition, it 
Is true, about a sort of blood called 
"blue," which must pnin Us color from 
anaemia—at any rate, it is not much 
esteemed by the twentieth century man 
and woman. The good old fashioned 
kind of life fluid that is pumped by a 
heart full of human kindliness, that 
abounds with vitality and energy, that 
Bakes Its powewor glad to be on earth 
and kindred to all of the sons of 


rather than to be content wffTi tfie mere 
word of bis ministers 
He drove one 


unpopular cabinet from power, though 
at the time it was said that bis reason 
for doing so was pique at the objection 
of the prime minister to the royal auto- 
mobile scorching. At any rate, the act 
made him popular with the masses. He 
boxes, fences, plays billiards and 
makes love. He Is said to be an ad- 
mirer of Emperor William of Germany, 
whom he seeks to imitate.

fourth attempt on bis life. 


At another time when the kins was

Alfonso 
laid the animal low by two or three 
well directed shots.

"We Ovfht to Be Friends." 


When young Alfonso visited one of 


tbe smaller Spanish towns tbe alcalde 
tried to deliver a laboriously prepared 
speech of welcome, but broke down 
and stammered lamely. Tbe king wait- 
ed one or two embarrassed moments, 
when with a merry smile he broke in: 
"You. 
Senor Alcalde, are evidently only 


a beginner in your trade of speeebmak- 
iug. 
but, then. I am only a beginner 


also in my trade of being king. We 
ought to be friends." 


While in Paris Alfonso asked tbe 


president of tbe chamber of deputies 
if lie ever had to be severe in the exer- 
cise of authority. The president said 
that be had only applied the censure 
once or twice. "And for what reason?" 
inquired the king. "For speaking ill 
of the republic," replied the president. 
"Ob," said Alfonso, "if I applied the 
censure to all who speak ill of me I 
hhould have nothing else to do." 


Tbe king was greeted by one delega- 


tion in the French capital, all the mem- 
bers of which were decorated with the 
order of Charles IV. of Spain. "I see," 
be said, "that you all wear the same 
decoration that I do, but with this dif- 
ference, gentlemen — that you have 
earned yours, whereas I got mine 
through no especial merit of my own." 


Instances of His Kindness. 


Alfonso on meeting some poor peas- 


ants on the road looking for work took 
them into bis automobile, carried them 
to the next town and Interceded in 
their behalf. At another, time his car 
frightened a team of mufes so that the 
driver was thrown out. Taking the 
man into his motor, Alfonso headed 
off and stopped the mules and saw the 
man again safely on his way. A poor 
woman on trying to band tbe king a 
petition on the street was roughly 
bandied by a policeman. Alfonso rep- 
rimanded the officer, spoke kindly to 
the woman and took the petition. 
When the young monarch heard that 
people were starving in Andalusia he 
gave up a projected tour to France and 
ordered that the money for the trip be 
ubcd to buy bread for the needy. At 
the time the Madrid reservoirs broke 
Alfonso mounted a swift horse and 


jTOde to the scene of the disaster, help- 


ed organize the work of rescue, then 
rode back to tbe palace, where he was 
due to preside over a council of bis 
mmi-sters.

er, Queen Christina. Alfonso is really 
not a Spaniard at all, but is of French 
and Austrian descent. 
lie is rather 


tall, but slight of build, quick and ath- 
letic. He rides well and is an adept at 
many sports. 
He is dark, with a 


bright eye, large nose, thick under lip 
and slightly receding chin. His face 
is amiable and, while slightly willful, 
Is not particularly strong. 
But then 


he is young and m-iy show more 
strength with age. Uulers, like whis- 
ky, are better when old. 


A Court Beauty. 


The prospective queen of Spain is 


Princess Ena''of* Battenberg, niece of 
King Edward;*also niece of Prince 
Louis, who brought a British fleet over 
here not long .since. 
Ena has more 


names—Victoria, Julia, 'Eugenie and 
possibly some others. 
One of them 


she got from Queen Victoria, of whom 
she was a favorite'grandchild. Another 
ig from her godmother, ex-Queen Eu- 
genie. Tbe princess is eighteen and 
seems just a sweet, red cheeked, 
healthy English girl, who is nearly six 
feet in height and weighs almost 200 
pounds. 
She is said to be a court 


beauty and is already popular in Spain. 
There are whispers that she was in 
love with a British nobleman, but that 
King Edward insisted on her becoming 
the wife of tbe Spanish king when the 
state of that young man's heart was 
made manifest. It is also related that 
Ena wept on giving up her Protestant 
faith for that of Spain's king. There 
are doubtless heartbreaks even under 
royal purple. We have no right to as- 
sume perhaps that there was such in 
this case, for on the surface all tbe 
royal wooing has gone as "merry as a 
marriage bell." 
• There seems something of poetic Jus- 
tice in the fact that a Battenberg 
should become a queen, for when Prin- 
cess Beatrice married Henry of Bat- 
tenberg all the courts cf Europe 
thought the alliance beneath her. Hen- 
ry's mother, you know, was not royal. 
Now that his child is to occupy a 
throne, the other royalties do not quite 
approve. By the way, Ena will be offi- 
cially known as Queen Victoria. May 
•be live up to the name.
